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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's remarks/arguments on pages 5-8 
of the after final response remain unpersuasive for the same reasons set forth in sections 2 and 4 of the final rejection mailed August 17, 
2007, as well as the Interview Summary of October 31 . 2007. Regarding the applicant's major argument (and as also discussed in the 
telephone interview of October 31, 2007), the limitation "that limit the impression depth" (of independent claims 1 and 8) is subject to it's 
broadest reasonable interpretation, which is contrary to the applicant's remarks/arguments throughout the after final response. During 
patent examination, the pending claims must be "given the broadest reasonable interpretation.". Applicant always has the opportunity to 
amend the claims during prosecution, and broad interpretation by the examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once issued, will be 
interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05. 162 USPQ 541, 550-51 (CCPA 1969). In the instant 
case, the broadest reasonable interpretation of the term "limit" (of the limitation "that limit the impression depth") would include providing a 
"limit" by either physical structure(s) alone or the space/distance that is required from the physical structure(s) to allow for its/their 
operation, and thus would be interpreted as being inclusive of the teachings of DE 43 39 508 (equivalent to US 5,573,345).
